Tuesday, Oct. 2 marked the date that the first 
paper came out 10 years ago after Jan Reed had 
purchased the paper from R. Robert Evans. That is 
also the date the paper was founded Oct. 2, 1906, 
84 years ago. 

The first paper was printed Oct. 11, 1906 
with R. T. Cowles as proprietor. 

Today, Thursday, is the first paper of the next 
decade and we urge you all to celebrate with us on 
Thursday, Oct. 11 at 5:10 p.m. in Kersting Court 
w hen The News and Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce co-host lestivities. 

We plan to have music with Brooke Brown 
playing, and other entertainment that is still “in the 
works." Of course, there will be free snacks and 
the chamber will set up a liquid refreshment table. 

Because of his health, R. Robert Evans will be 
unable to attend the festivities; however, his wife. 
Carrie, will be present and will be introduced. 

Many people aren’t aware of how old this 
paper is. even though it seems to have been here 


through all the earthquakes, droughts, floods, fires — 
everything the community has withstood. 

Historically, in 1907, C.W. Hill was new editor 
and in 1908, one year later, George Morgridge 
took over. 

L.R. (Larry) Goshorn became owner and 
publisher on Mar. 7, 1930. The Cliffords took over 
in 1944 and owned it until 1947 when Mrs. Ward 
bought the paper. Two years later she .sold it to 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter Ward. 

On Sept. 1, 1953, Virginia and Edgar W. Jen- 
kinson purchased the paper. 

Five years later it changed hands again, this time 
to Harry W. Elwood as editor/publisher with Wil¬ 
liam F. Thomas as associate editor. Thomas later 
worked for the Los Angeles Times and retired from 
that executive post two years ago. 

The Ed Herwigs purchased the paper Jan. 1, 
1960, and two years later, R. Robert Evans bought 
the paper and ran it for 18 years, longer than

many of the other owners. In 1980 he sold it to the 
present owner, JanneneG. Reed. 

At first the paper was published with hand 
press and in 1909 the two-revolution cylinder press, 
weighing 4000 pounds, was installed. In 1947, the 
52-inch Miehle Oat bed double revolution press 
was installed by Clifford Chester Ward Sr., publisher 
and editor from 1944 - 1949. 

In 1980, the old Miehle was retired after Evans 
had used it for 18 years, and the paper has 
been printed since in the ollset method. 

A year ago, Reed gave away the Miehle to a 
printing firm in northern California. Apparently, it 
has been running ever since. At that same time, 
Reed also gave away the two Intertype machines, 
one to E. Waldo Ward and the other to Bob 
Licher, both local residents. Both machines are still 
being used. 

For its job printing, the Sierra Madre News 
uses two offset AB Dick presses, and old hot

The Court proceedings originally scheduled for 
Friday, Sept. 28 fn The People vs. Jeffrey Percell 
murder trial was postponed last week. 

On Monday, Sept. 24, Percell and his co-counsel. 
Attorney Michael Crain, appeared in Superior 
Court. Crain .stated that because he is currently 
engaged in representing another defendant in a court 
trial, he would not be able to appear on the date 
of Sept. 28. That was the date set by presiding 
Judge Charles Lee in late July. 

The court ruled that a trial date would not be 
set until Nov. 30, when Crain will again be avail¬ 
able to appear in court with Percell. Percell is to 
stand trial for the alleged murder of his parents, 
John and Alice Percell, who were found shot to 
death on Nov. 16,1988 in their Sierra Madre home. 

Percell is pleading not guilty in this trial which 
has been delayed through various motions and 




Percell surrendered to police in Burlington, Ver¬ 
mont on Dec. 13, 1988. 

On Jan. 12, 1990, Percell filed for a Marston 
motion, rejecting his assigned public defender, Mike 
Duffey, and stating his preference for private coun¬ 
sel. The motion was denied on Feb. 2; however^ 
on Feb. 14, the District Court of Appeals put a 
stay on the trial. 

The Court of Appeals overruled a decision by 
Pasadena Probate Judge Olson that would not have 
allowed Percell’s sister, Linda Sue Tissel, access 
to funds from their parents’ estate for use in the 
trial proceedings. Although Linda Sue withdrew her 
petition for access to funds, the stay remained on 
the case until June 25. 

When Percell appears again in court with his 
co-counsel on Nov. 30, a trial date must be set 
within 30 days of that appearance. Elton (Butch)

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My interest in diairies began when 1 dis¬ 
covered my older sister’s, and realized how ab¬ 
solutely fascinating they could be.

David Bayer, who is 
running against Rep. 
Carlos Moorhead in the

Sierra Madre lost about 1 percent of its pop¬ 
ulation during the past decade, according to census 
figures. The village has dropped from 10,837 to 10,727, 
official figures reveal. 

Sallyannc Mallen, planning associate for the 
city and the person who spearheaded census¬ 
gathering in Sierra Madre, has an idea of what may 
be causing this drop in numbers. 

“In reality, 20 and 30 years ago it was not 
unusual to have families with from eight to 12 
children. In the 14 houses in the Jameson tract, 
three persons per house leaves only 42 people in that 
area. If we’re comparing that with former homes 
there which included only four families, there were 
45 people in the census and this includes children 
and parents,” Mallen noted. 

There was also a convent attached to St. Rita’s 
Church, she said, and she mentioned that there were 
probably 15 less people located in the monastery 
at that time. 

“If, in fact, our count remains, perhaps these 
factors would be those that have created the dif¬ 
ference,” she said. 

Mallen also remarked that the publicity caused 
people to be at home when the census takers ap¬ 
peared. “It seems we got an accurate account. 
We haven’t grown so the figure is close to that of 
1980. Let’s just say we are stable.” 

The committee was made up of Joan Crow, 


City Councilman Clem Bartolai, Rex Smith, Ana 
Uyemura, Lisa Folwer and City Administrator Jim 
McRea, besides Mallen. 

Mallen said, “They did an outstanding job. 
It was through their encouragement and their urging 
that the community participated to encourage a com¬ 
plete and accurate account. Training was held here 
for Arcadia, Monrovia, Sierra Madre and parts of 
Pasadena. Linda Larson was the leader hired by the 
census itself and she taught training classes 
and swore participants in. She wanted 100 percent 
count for Sierra Madre and there were only 30 forms 
missing. That’s pretty good,” Mallen told The News. 

According to official figures. Sierra Madre lost 
1 percent of its population. Neighboring Arcadia 
gained 4 percent which gave them a 1990 census 
of 48,007. Monrovia gained 14 percent to rise to 
34,792 and Pasadena gained 9 percent which brought 
them up to 129,518. San Marino lost 3 percent 
which brought their census down to 12,920. Neigh¬ 
boring Bradbury and Irwindale were the other near¬ 
by towns that lost residents. 

The Census Bureau is headquartered in Suit- 
land, MD. All persons living in the United States 
are included in the census. The population is counted 
by tallying responses from census questionnaires, 
generally, each living quarter receives one question¬ 
naire.

And I saw 
another angel ascending- 
from the rising of the 
sun, having the seal of 
the living God; and he 
cried out with a 
loud voice to the four 
angels to whom it was 
granted to harm the earth 
and the sea, saying, “Do 
not harm the earth or the 
sea or the trees, 
until we have sealed the 
bond-servants of our 
God on their fore¬ 
heads.” 

Who are these that 
are sealed? The text 
goes on to say that 
they are from the 12 
tribes of Israel. Are these 
words to be taken 
literally or should 
they be taken figurative¬ 
ly?

Reeder brings citrus news 
to Garden Club, Oct. 8

“If life hands you a 
lemon, then make 
lemonade.” 

The Sierra Madre 
Garden Club will pro¬ 
vide some special exer- 
tise for carrying out 
this saying at their din¬ 
ner meeting on Monday, 
Oct. 8, when Ruth 
Reeder, who has written 
a cookbook called “The 
Lemon Twist” is presented 
as their speaker. The 
meeting begins at 6:30 
p.m. and will be held 
at the Masonic Temple, 
33 E. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Reeder’s book is not 
only a collection of 
excellent recipes that 
use lemon but also 
provides a much broader 
coverage of this member 
of the citrus family. In¬ 
cluded are bits of lemon 
history, also how to use 
the fruit for house¬ 
hold cleaning, or how to 
use lemon leaves 
covered with chocolate 
as a food decoration, 
etc. The author also in¬ 
cludes several menus, 
one being the famous 
BruceBridge Dinner 
served on Christmas 
at Yosemite’s Ahwahnee 


Hotel. That dinner cost¬ 
ing $100 is so popular 
that those wishing to 
attend must have their 
names on a list and the 
number that can be 
accommodated are 
chosen by lottery. 

Copies of this book 
will be available for 
purchase at the 
meeting and may also be 
bought at bookstores 
including Arnold's and 
the Keepsake. 

Reeder, retired now, 
taught home economics 
at Temple City High 
School. Her interest in 
lemons was piqued when 
the Stanford Heart 
Disease Prevention 
Center brought out the 
health benefits of using 
lemons for seasoning in 
place of salt. Lemons 
are high in Vitamin C, 
also potassium and 
iron and help the 
body assimilate iron in 
other foods. All parts of 
the lemon are beneficial, 
says the author, with oil 
in the peel considered a 
cancer preventative and 
the pectin, or white 
part, is said to lower 
cholesterol. 

Christopher Columbus 


is credited with planting 
the first lemon tree in the 
New World. English 
sailors, of course 
were nicknamed “limeys,” 
when lemons and limes 
were part of the 
diet aboard ships to 
prevent scurvy. On 
the other hand, the 
Robert Scott expedi¬ 
tion to the Antarctic in 
1912 failed to include 
lemons as part of their 
supplies and all perished 
due to scurvy. 

California and Italy, 
with their ideal climates, 
are the largest growers 
of lemons with 
California producing 43 
percent of the world’s 
supply. Lemon trees 
are easy to grow, 
says Reeder, and can 
even be grown in pots 
where space is limited.

Metallic fabrics are very much in 
fashion again. Some of these are pro¬ 
duced by merely spraying a metallic 
finish on a sheer film or onto the cloth 
fabric. Many of these have limited 
resistance to care procedures and wear. 
Some of these metallic designs start to 
corrode and discolor around the neck 
and underarm from the effects of 
prespiration as the garment is worn. 

It is quite important to have garments 
of this type cleaned immediately after 
wear so stains and soils can be remov¬ 
ed without the design being adversely 
affected. The extended effects of acid 
fruit juices, mixed drinks, or other 
beverages could also have a discoloring 
or bleaching out effect on some of the 
metallic coatings. 

Most of these items will carry 
“dryclean only "labels. However, many 
of the silver and gold finishes are mere¬ 
ly sprayed on the surface and have very 
limited colorfastness. 

The loose, sheer construction of 
many metallic fabrics makes them 
prone to snagging.

notes that Congressman 
Moorhead is anti¬ 
choice “even to the ex¬ 
treme of incest, rape and 
when a woman’s life is in 
question. The concept of 
choice here means what 
it says. Women can talk 
with their husbands and 
to counselors and make 
their decision. The ideal 
way is family planning, 
contraception and medi¬ 
cally safe abortions. 

I have problems with 
the right wing govern¬ 
mental movement. It’s a 
privacy issue. A wo¬ 
man’s rights issue. 
There shouldn’t be a 
situation in which the 
government is lookng 
over a woman’s medical 
records. 

“There must be a ma¬ 
jor separation of church 
and state. This is a vio¬ 
lation of the Fust Amend¬ 
ment. One major reason 
we have achieved 
harmony is because we’ve 
managed to keep church 
separated from state. 
That’s pluralism. 
That aspect cannot be 


emphasized enough 
when it is debated. In 
this campaign one of the 
fundamental differences 
between Moorhead and 
me.” 

Bayer said, “Moorhead 
believes politically in 
in plutocratic principles. 
But then he’s a million¬ 
aire himself and deals 
with people with 
power. I’m a populist. 
Voters these days have 
‘turned off.’ They feel 
powerless. On a local 
basis they vote on an 
ordinance and expect it 
to be enforced, then de¬ 
velopers carry their 
cases to the upper esche- 
lons and win. We also 
need to look into sus- 
ttunable agriculture and 
the contamination of our 
water. Part of our air 
polution comes from 
pesticides that are 
being used. We should 
convert the chemical fix 
to organic, then we 
will lower our polu- 
tants, and not only the 
environment will be 
improved, but so will our 


costs.” 

Bayer charges that spe¬ 
cial interests and cam¬ 
paign funds of oil mono¬ 
polies, the car industry 
and nuclear energy in¬ 
fluence Moorhead’s votes. 
He also notes that Moor¬ 
head is against child 
care, pre-school and 
family planning, opposite 
Bayer’s views for in¬ 
creased funding for 
preschools. 

Dr. Bayer was with the 
Peace Corps in Peru and 
was a United Nations 
Development Pro¬ 
gram intern. He was 
farm advisor in per¬ 
sonal management for 
the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Extension Ser¬ 
vice and has been a teach¬ 
er for 20 years at all le¬ 
vels. He has served as 
director of adult educa¬ 
tion in Burbank and was 
also professor, director 
of research and technical 
as.sistant to the Agricul¬ 
tural University in Peru. 

Election between 
Bayer and Moorhead is 
in November.

All types of job printing are being done at the 
Sierra Madre News Print Shop, from business cards, 
stationery, brochures, newsletters, NCR work and 
anything else that clients need.

Foothill Publishing Company in Tujunga. 

The first real newspaper in Sierra Madre was 
the Sierra Madre Vista, founded by N.C. Carter 
in 1883 and continued until 1888 when it was taken 
over by Lucius House and turned out by hand 
press on S. Baldwin Ave. 

The Valley Vista began publication Dec. 9, 1899, 
a weekly newspaper which was really published in 
Pasadena.

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La Salle to go 

Deja vu floods in to the senses of all who walk 
the halls of La Salle High School at Mkhillinda 
and Sierra Madre Blvd. — the sights, smells, 
sounds are reminiscent of earlier days when we at¬ 
tended high school. And the enthusiasm of Bro¬ 
ther Philip Clarke, principal of the Catholic High 
School, is catching as he discussed the exciting new 
plans for La Salle: to go co-educational and to in¬ 
clude football in the athletic roster the next year. 

Right now the school is making all the pre¬ 
parations for the radical changes. 

"The plans are part of the continuing develop¬ 
ment of our excellent school. In the Christian at¬ 
mosphere we have concern for the kids. Our aca¬ 
demic integrity echoes the students’ responses. We’re 
talking about a superb school. There’s no standing 
still. You have to work at being excellent, other¬ 
wise you are not,’’ the vivacious Clarke says. 

“We’re going through a major transition period 
which is challenging all of us to take a look at 
what a quality school this really is. We are now 
challenging ourselves to be prepared for what the fu¬ 
ture may bring. What is education really for? 
Well, it’s to help students cope with the pressures 
of life and with decision-making.’’ 

The News notes how easy it seems for Bro¬ 
ther Philip to achieve his many positive results. 
He answered, “You put out a challenge and articu¬ 
late it clearly. My role is to listen, to set goals, 
to articulate clearly the expectations for sub¬ 
groups. Then 1 monitor the progress. I am very 
happy with the personnel, with the administration, 
the staff, the faculty. 1 believe in the concept of 
the total community, in the regents, the alumni, 
the parents. After all, we are working toward the 
same goal, and that’s what’s allowing us to meet our 
goal. It is all possible through confidence.’’ 

When asked the long-range goals of La Salle 
High School, Brother Philip answered, “We are 
ready for coeducational commitment. We have our 
physical facility approved. We have scheduled a 
series of workshops dealing with the psychological 
changes of a coeducational school. And we will 
pay as much attention to the new group (of young 
women) as to our present group (of young men).’’ 

In the future. La Salle plans for a split of 
one-third women, two-thirds men in the high 
school. They hope for a growth to 550 students in 
five years and a “full range of quality programs 
to be sustained. The essence of the school is its 
students,” the administrator says. 

'.w .“Quality education designs their preparation 
kto life.” 

“Coeducational schools are a different entity. 


coeducational 

We are excited about it and the parents have in¬ 
dicated that they are fully behind our going into 
coeducational training. I believe we are satisfying 
a community need. In the fall of 1991 we will go 
coeducational and we are also initiating football into 
our athletic curriculum.” 

Why did the school decide to add football to 
their 10 present athletics available? 

“There has long been a demand from the stu¬ 
dent body and from the alumni for the introduction 
of a football program,” Brother Philip replied as 
he named, using all 10 fingers on his hands, the 
list of others; soccer, baseball, basketball, volley¬ 
ball, tennis, golf, swimming, water polo, track and 
cross country. 

Why docs he feel football is so important? 
Brother Philip answered, “Look at the success of 
other schools with a football program. This is a 
strong cultural influence in our society. It is also an 
opportunity to pursue another sport but also a great 
American tradition. There is a unique oneness in 
that sport. The students are excited about the decision 
and are rallying around that need of theirs to form 
the community (of associated sports and primarily 
football).” 

He grinned and with the faint hint of an Irish 
brogue admitted, “Football allows us all to express 
pride in our school, publicly.” 

Preparation of the introduction of girls into 
sports has already begun at La Salle. Hopefully, 
Brother Philip said, there will be a full range of 
girls’ sports offered equal to that offered boys. 
Some sports already coed are tennis, golf, water 
polo, and swimming. 

“This spring brings the initial training so that 
students can start football in 1991. Juniors and sen¬ 
iors this year will not participate in any league 
at any level since the kids wouldn’t have a full two 
years of training necessary.” 

The faculty at first had varying opinions of 
both the prospect of a coeducational school and 
implementing football “which benefits a diverse 
group of talented people. Once the discussion was 
complete, they gave their full support and encour¬ 
agement.” 

La Salle now has the faculty and support 
staff for 600 students although admission stands at 
half that number. There are 24 teachers, four ad¬ 
ministrators and seven on the clerical staff. 

La Salle was built in 1956 and has gradutaed 31 
classes. The principal is given a four-year appoint¬ 
ment that is renewable. Brother Mark Murphy is the 
provisional supervisor of Christian Brothers on the 
West Coast. *'

Brother Philip explains, “We import Catholic 
values but welcome others wholeheartedly.” 

The principal grew up in Ireland and his first 
teaching assignment within the church was in South 
.Africa. He returned to Northern Ireland for five 
years before coming to San Francisco in 1979. He 
taught seven years before becoming an administra¬ 
tor. 

“My first love is teaching,” he says and enu¬ 
merates science, biology, and chemistry as his main 
endeavors. 

“1 have always admired the special spirit of 
the Christian Brothers,” he explains why 
he ehose this branch of the church. “Both in and 
out of the classroom, they seemed to impart some¬ 
thing special in life. I was attracted to that.” There 
arc 8000 Christian Brothers, 100,000 students in 
80 countries. The tradition is traced back 300 years. 

“.Although we don't have ivy on our walls, we 
have it in our tradition,” he concludes.

During his 
work designing wall gra¬ 
phics and murals for in¬ 
dustrial plants, he coined 
the, word, “Super¬ 
graphics.” He also has 
enjoyed his work as a 
college professor at Cal 
State L.A. where he is 
now Professor Emeritus, 


continuing to teach 
one art class a year since 
his retirement in 1986. 

“In teaching we 
reaffirm and reflect our 
own ideas,” he com¬ 
ments. “We learn from 
our students. In the 
corporate structure, 
my experience in teaching 
helped me a great deal in 
judging people’s abili¬ 
ties.” 

Lee’s work on canvas, 
however, is a more intro¬ 
spective and lonely quest. 
Today most of his 
work is being done in 
egg tempra, though he 
has worked extensively 
in water color and taught 
lithography. Since the 
’60s he has fol¬ 
lowed, as he puts it, 
his “silent calling” 
in a series of paintings 
of islands. Another 
of his series on the theme 
of “survivors,” is 
poigant and profound. 

“My work is deeply 
personal,” he writes, 
“I deal with the condi¬ 
tions of people. In 
crowds and alone. 
The individual is isolated, 
always with himself. 
My paintings reflect 
this.” 

For awhile, they 
admit, Lee’s consistent 
and successful work 
intimidated Fara. Says 
Lee, “For awhile Fara 
did not paint and when 
she had to face up to 
the reason, it came in 
the words, “he intimi¬ 
dated me” and in that 
recognition and verbali¬ 
zation she had the release 
to begin again with 
, her art work.

of the earth and the jour¬ 
ney toward individuation. 
They have recently been 
exhibited in Sierra 
Madre’s local Harle¬ 
quin Gallery. 

In the years when 
her vision took a detour, 
she used her educational 
background and 
degrees in acting as a 
connecting bridge bet¬ 
ween art and education. 
“You’ll see the caring 
that she gave when she 
was working with 
people in her current art 
work,” her husband 
comments with pride. 

And, in fact, there was 
an abundance of caring 
and influence as Fara 
worked as an art teacher 
for grades 7-12, chair¬ 
person, master teacher, 
taught gifted classes and 
those for the speech and 
hearing impaired. She 
explains her teaching 
career tms way: “So 
much was given to me 
by my teachers, I 
wanted to give back . . . 
to give back 110 percent 
of what we’ve been 
given.”

is a low ball Figure for 
all that Fara has given 
in her quest to “main¬ 
tain that spark (in child¬ 
ren) that comes from 
inside.” She expresses 
her understanding of 
education, gleaned 
through the years this 
way: “In all areas of 
education, it is the teach¬ 
er who is the single most 
influential person who 
determines a pupil’s pro¬ 
gress. Well-equipped art 
rooms, adequate budgets, 
supportive administrators 
and well-written cur¬ 
riculum guides are ex¬ 
tremely helpful; however, 
no program can be 
successful without 
the ability, sensitivity, 
and dedication of an 
outstanding teacher.” 

Ability. Sensitivity. 
Dedication. Yes, these 
are adequate words to 
describe Lee and Fara 
Wexler and their amazing 
body of work as it has 
nurtured others and 
themselves. Be encour¬ 
aged to share in theii“ 
legacy of love and their 
celebration of life this 
Sunday.

Because the Arcadia 
Unified School District 
believes that parents 
should play an important 
part in running its schools, 
the board of education 
conducted the first read¬ 
ing of a new board poli¬ 
cy having to do with par¬ 
ental involvement at its 
meeting last week, ex¬ 
plains Superintendent 
Terry Towner. 

Even though par¬ 
ents have been active at 
the various school sites. 


there has been no for¬ 
mal policy. “It’s over¬ 
due,’’ adds Towner, who 
goes on to say that par¬ 
ents will be involved in 
more than making cook¬ 
ies. 

Parents will be in¬ 
volved in the deci¬ 
sion-making processes of 
the schools, and will be 
included in manage¬ 
ment, active govern¬ 
ance, advisory and advo¬ 
cacy roles, according to 
the proposal policy which 


is a formal statement of 
the board’s intent to fo¬ 
cus and support parental 
involvement in the dis¬ 
trict schools. 

The policy, if adopted 
as discussed last week, 
calls for helping 
parents develop parenting 
skills and instructing 
parents in learning tech¬ 
niques so that they 
can further develop their 
children’s comprehen¬ 
sion and mastery of 
homework assignments. 



In response to appeal 
by Robert Ho, an ar¬ 
chitect representing pro¬ 
perty owner David 
Jiann-Shiun Wu, the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council sup¬ 
ported the planning com¬ 
mission denial of a pro¬ 
posed two-story dwelling 
at 717 Cortez Rd. at its 
meeting Tuesday night.

During the public 
hearing regarding the 
planning commission’s 
denial, two gentlemen 
who live adjacent to the 
proposed home express¬ 
ed concern about the in¬ 
vasion of privacy, the 
size of the house in rela¬ 
tion to the size of the lot 
and the architecture as it 
related to homes in the 
neighborhood. 

One speaker said, “1 
don’t want the Bonaven- 
ture (Hotel) next to me.’’ 

The plans, which had 
not been approved by 
either the Santa Anita 
Village Architectural 


Review Board or the 
planning commission, 
for a 4133-square foot 
dwelling with an attach¬ 
ed 800-sq.ft. garage on 
property containing 9170 
square feet. 

The now vacant lot is 
located in a neigh¬ 
borhood of 600 homes, 
some 30 to 40 are two- 
story dwellings. The 
single-story homes 
average 1700 square feet 
in size, and the two-story 
ones range in sizes from 
2600 to 3500 square feet, 
according to the Santa 
Anita Village ARB. 

Another concern ex¬ 
pressed in an ARB report 
was that the portico was 
too massive relative to 
the neighborhood and 
had no other examples in 
the neighborhood for 
which it could be con¬ 
sidered compatible. 

Ho has already filed 
revised plans for con¬ 
sideration by the ARB 
and the city planning 
department.

Ten individuals who 
live on Elevado Avenue 
addressed the Arcadia 
City Council on Tuesday 
evening regarding their 
concerns for speeding 
traffic and the possibility 
of stop signs on their 
street.

After 23 years of pen

When Nicole Carleton, 
an Arcadia High 
School junior, visited 
Agentina this 

summer on an American 
Field Service program, 
she became friends 
with Argentinean teen¬ 
agers who thought that 
Americans are rich, 
snobby and fat, because 
they believe what they 
see in the movies. 

Carleton did her part 
in convincing her hosts 
that typical Americans 
are different than they 
might have imagined. 
She reports that 
teenagers in Argentina 
value friendship and a 
unity with family and 
friends. She was not 
treated as a foreigner, 
but ‘‘as one of them.” 
She also feels that they 
have a good outlook 
on life in that they 
don’t dwell on bad mo¬ 
ments but move on and 
look forward to good 
things. 

The Arcadia teen¬ 
agers was hosted by 
a family with three child¬ 
ren in Santiago del Estero, 
the oldest city in Argen¬ 
tina, located in the 
north central portion 
of the South Ameri¬ 
can country. 

As school was in ses¬ 
sion, she did attend a 
private, co-ed Catholic 
secondary school 
where she found students 
to be rowdy and dis¬ 
respectful to their 
teachers. Students take 
some 12 different classes 
during the week, five 
each day. Her class¬ 
mates, whose unique 
dress included baggie 
jeans for the boys, 
were concerned about 
such things as AIDS and 
world affairs, and 
' they wanted to know 
about President George 
Bush. 

Each evening Carle¬ 
ton and her friends would 
meet at a local cafe 
to have ice cream 
or coffee and to 
talk before going home 
tP dinner, which was 


usually served 

about 9:30 p.m. The 
evening meal would of¬ 
ten include salad and 
milanesa. a breaded 
steak. 

Friday evenings, the 
16-year-old Arca¬ 
dian would go with 
friends to a disco for 
dancing, and each 
Saturday there would 
be a party. 

Highlight of her sum¬ 
mer was a 10-day trip to 
Barilochc, a ski resort 
in the Andes. To get there 
she and some 2(X) stu¬ 
dents from several se¬ 
condary schools spent 
36 hours on a bus. 

I.owlighi of the trip 
was an attack of pan¬ 
creatitis shortly after 
arriving in .Argentina. 
This forced her to 
spend time in the local 
hospital and to follow a 
strict diet. While the 
hospital was not mo¬ 
dern in that it used 
not-so-up-to-date me¬ 
thods for taking blood 
pressure and giving 
intravenous, Carleton 
said the doctors and 
nurses were exception¬ 
ally nice. 

Because her host family 
did not speak English, 
Carleton was forced to 
improve on her Spanish. 
With three years of stu¬ 
dying the langugage and 
with a Spanish-speaking 
motliet who is from Colum¬ 
bia, Carleton went to Ar¬ 
gentina with some 
familiarity with the 
language. However, 
she admits to picking 
up some slang that she 
didn’t learn in the class¬ 
room. 

Now back at AHS for 
her junior year, she is 
looking forward to play¬ 
ing on the basketball 
team and to activities 
with the Ski Club. 
When it comes to going 
to college and pursuing 
a career, she figures 
that her summer in Ar¬ 
gentina, which con¬ 
tributed to her being 
bilingual, will be
